Mrs. Hyde was elected president of the 
new group and later was given the title Founder General. Kate B. Carter 
heads the organization today. 


As organized, the DUP consisted of a state central company and 
camps in each county of Utah. Today the organization has spread to 
include camps in nearly all parts of the United States and some in Canada 
and Hawaii. 


In Wasatch County the first camp was organized May 28. 1920 by 
state president Elizabeth A, P. Hayward and secretary Elizabeth M. Tav- 
lor Beer. There were 29 women present in the Heber First Ward 
Chapel for the ceremonies. After a reading of the constitution and by- 
laws, the following officers were elected: Jane Hatch Turner. president: 
Eliza Jeffs Rasband. first vice president; Martha Smith Clegg. second 
vice president: Rowena Ottinger Hatch, secretary; Jennie Wood Broad- 
bent, assistant secretary: Margaret Crook, historian: Carlie Clegg Tid- 
well, auditor; Lacy Bond Duke. treasurer; Isabel Baum, registrar and 
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Anna Ross Young Duke. chaplain. Charter members in addition to the 
officers were Maria Carlile Rasband, Elizabeth Thatcher McDonald, 
Amanda Smith Horner. Janie Horner Murdock, Lacy Turner Dannen- 
berg. Agnes Montgomery Turner. Amelia Ann Clegg Montgomery, 
Mary Ann Luke Davis. Mary Lee Moulton, Lavina Averett Murdock, 
Carlie Luke Clegg and Sarah Murdock Lindsay. Honorary memberships 
were awarded to Eliza Jane Ohlwiler, Annie R. Duke, Lizzie Averett and 
Jane Sharp Murdock. 

On the same day as the organization in Heber took place, Mrs. Hay- 
ward and Mrs. Beers also organized camps in Midway and Charleston. 

By 1924 the camp in Heber had reached sufficient size that a division 
was necessary. Center Street was chosen as the dividing line with Camp 
No. 1 designated as south of the street and the Forget-Me-Not Camp 
on the north. Another division of the Forget-Me-Not Camp occurred in 
1956 with the formation of the Fireside Camp. 

The first county organization to coordinate activities of the various 
camps took place in 1920 with Jane Hatch Turner as the first county presi- 
dent. She served until 1930 when Emma Hatch Wherritt was elected. 
The next president was Annie L. Coleman who took office in 1946 and 
served until 1950 when Mrs. Wherritt was elected for another term. 
Lethe Coleman Tatge was elected in 1954 and served until 1960 when 
Ida Rasband Watkins became president. 

Jane Hatch Turner, the first Wasatch County DUP president. dearly 
loved the organization. and devoted many hours of unselfish service to the 


work. Before her death she penned these lines in tribute to the pioneers 
and the DUP work:

Heber's second camp. the Forget-Me-Not Camp, was organized 
December 12, 1924 at the home of Jane Hatch Turner. Chosen as cap- 
tain was Josie Turner Daybell, with America Wall Jacobson as first vice 
captain and Christina Carlile Giles, chaplain. This camp comprised the 
area north of Center Street. Captains have been Josie Turner Daybell, 
Kate Alexander Turner, Emma Hatch Wherritt. Teenie Lindsay Duke 
Annie Lee Coleman, Clara Howarth Epperson, Marvel L. Murdock. Leah 
Thacker Casper, LaPreal Hardman McKnight and Irene Blackley Sim- 
mons. 

When the camp was divided in July. 1956, the Fireside Camp was 
created. The new camp comprised the area north of Center Street and 
west of Main. The new Forget-Me-Not Camp boundaries were north 
of Center and east of Main Streets. 

First officers of the Fireside Camp included Annie Rasband. cap- 
tain; Nellie Dayton, first vice captain; Mary Moulton, second vice cap- 
tain: Florence Nelson, secretary and treasurer; Ethel Watson. chorister: 
Lizzie Buell. organist; Lula Hicken, registrar; Mable Turner. chaplain 
and Sarah Carlile, lesson leader. 

Charter members of the camp other than the officers are Charlotta 
Giles, Lona Durant. Clara Epperson, Bernice Simpson, Emma Fortie 
Agnes Cummings, Alice Seiter, Mary McMullin, Jennie Broadbent, Mau- 
rine Clegg, Golda Lee and Ora Sweat. 

Present officers of the camp are Clara Epperson. captain: Florence 
Nelson, first vice captain: Orel Kuhni, second vice captain; Maurine Clegg. 
secretary: Nellie Dayton, Annie Rasband, Ethel Watson, Mable Turner 
Lula Hicken. Bernice Simpson, Lizzie Buell and Mary Moulton filling oth- 
er positions. 

Midway's Hawthorn Camp. named for the abundant hawthorn 
bushes so prominent in the area, was organized by Mrs. Hayward and 
Mrs. Beer at the home of Emily Springer Coleman. Eleven women met 
with the state officers to effect the organization, and elected Mrs. Cole- 
man as the first captain. Other officers in the initial organization included 
Martha A. Smith Bronson and Ethel Davis Huffaker as lieutenants: Eli- 
zabeth Ross Huntington, secretary; Vivian C. Orrocks Coleman, as- 
ant secretary; Cordelia Hancock Wilson, chaplain; Ella G. Alexander 
Ross, registrar; Anna Kay Street, chorister; Mary M. Huber Probst. his- 
torian and Eliza Bronson Bonner, treasurer, 

Charter members, in addition to the officers, included Matilda Robey 
Springer, Elizabeth Soule Alexander, Martha Shelton Hamilton, Phoebe 
Alexander Bonner, Ada Alexander Bonner, Eliza Faucett Hair, Mollie

As camps were organized in Heber and Midway by Mrs. Hayward 
and Mrs. Beer a group was also formed in Charleston. Ella M. Watson 
was named the first captain. Other officers included Marion Carlile, vice 
captain, and Elizabeth Brown. Loraine S. Wright. Annie Ritchie, Mona 
Daybell, Margaret Allen. Sarah Ann Wagstaff. Alice Thacker, Margaret 
Noakes and Sheila Winterton filling other positions. The first reorganiza- 
tion took place September 19, 1929 when Alice Thacker was sustained as 
captain. Other captains and the dates on which they were appointed 
included Maggie Allen, August 27, 1931; Mabel Winterton, August 17, 
1933; Alice Thacker, September 19, 1935: Thresa Simmons, September 
16. 1937; Agnes Winterton, July 13. 1939 and Vienna Edwards, 1941 to 
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
